Five more take out 
nomination papers 

On Monday. City Clerk .\ancy Shollenberger 
informed The \e\es that deadline for filing for one 
of three City Council seats is Feb. 6. “Only one 
incumbent has taken out papers and is planning to 
file: therefore, that means that the period has been 
extended to Feb. 6. “ 

Clem Bartolai 

Coiincilman C lem Bartolai has joined the grow¬ 
ing list ot those who ha\e taken out their papers 
lor one of the three City Couneil seats. Bartolai 
last week said he would like to continue with ano¬ 
ther term on the Sierra Madre City Couneil. 

“1 really feel enough things are unfinished 
and 1 don’t feel comfortable walking away from 
these plans. 1 want to finish what 1 started,” he 
said, and added, ”1 am frustrated with how 
things are going. The City Council and other elected 
officials are increasingly losing their authority to 
make independent decisions due to the proliferation 
of challenges by attorneys and potential litigation. 
The present City C'ouncil has maintained a really 
high profile in taking on challenges of projects 
undertaken such as the infrastructure rehabilitation. 
We also ‘bit the bullet’ on bond financing. If 
we had not done that, we wouldn’t have the money 
to do some of the things that are now happening 
in Sierra Madre. 1 firmly believe we took the right 
action (in the bond financing).” 

He continued that he also lelt the City Coun¬ 
cil had acted wisely with the potential fee structure 
changes and the Main Street Program. 


Sierra Madre Hillside Coalition members met 
Monday, Jan. 29, with hillside property owners and 
attorneys to discuss the newly adopted Hillside 
Development Ordinance 1054, and its proposed suc¬ 
cessor, 1062, both of which the two groups now 
feel should be changed. 

The aim of the meeting was to determine whe¬ 
ther or not the opposing sides felt that, by working 
together, they might be able to develop a hillside 
policy management plan which everybody could live 
with comfortably. 

At the end of the two-hour session, both 
groups agreed that a real possibility for achieve¬ 
ment of mutually compatible goals exists and deter¬ 
mined to proceed with gathering of data which both 
sides feel is a necessary preliminary step toward 
knowledgeable decisions. 


Both sides agreed that a slope density for¬ 
mula, or restrictions based on topography, is the 
only rational approach to hillside development. 

Gary Kovacic, attorney for the Willis Trusts, 
which hold close to 100 hillside acres, said, 
“Each property has a different hillside character¬ 
istic. Arbitrary fixed lines and restrictions developed 
in terms of boundary lines doesn’t make sense.” 

Carl J. West, attorney for the Michael Hef¬ 
lins, who own ovei 100 hillside acres, said that 
neither 1054 nor 1062 'hold any relation to topo¬ 
graphy.” 

The Willis family and the Heflins have retained 
R. Dale Beland of Cotton, Beland, Associates, 
Inc., Urban & Environmental Planning, to come up 
with an assessment of their hillside properties which

“There are really e.xcitmg things downtown 
in the offing,” he continued. 

Bartolai served two terms with the City Council 
with a break in between. He served from 1980 to 
'84 and was Mayor in ’83 and ’84. He is finishing 
his second term and was Mayor from 1988 to 1989. 
He also served on the Parks and Recreation Com¬ 
mission and the Planning Commission. 

Bartolai said he was instrumental in getting the 
Tree Preservation Ordinance started and that he had 
proposed an audit of the Fire Department that was 
ultimately done internally. He was the one who pro¬ 
posed a moratorium on the hillside development. 

He is also introducing the term limitation 
for City Councilpersons to be voted on in the Apr. 
10 election. He believes that the four-year elected 
office should be limited to two terms with a 
“stop out” of two years at least. Voters will make 
a decision on that item as well as whether or not 
the city should switch to the paramedic program 
from the EMT program. 

Bartolai, who was born in Illinois, is an ad- 
minstrative manager with a manufacturing company 
in Monrovia. He served as chair of the Industrial 
Committee of the Monrovia Chamber of Commerce 
and continues on that committee. He also serves 
on the Board of Directors of the Private Industry 
Council which consists of representatives from this 
part of the valley. 

His wife, Nina, is a native Californian, and 
has lived in Sierra Madre most of her life. They 
have two daughters. 

Bartolai was recently voted elder of Faith Lu¬ 
theran Church. 

He is also a cycling enthusiast who can be 
seen cycling around the area up to 100 miles per 
week. 

Bill Tice 

Bill Tice was the second person this week to take 
out nomination papers for City Council. 

Tice, a gardener and a builder in Big Bear, has 
lived in Sierra Madre for 12 years and said he was 
here for four years as a child. He was born in Los 
Angeles County Hospital. 

Tice attended Sierra Madre Elementary School,

The controversial and long-delayed Tree Preser¬ 
vation Ordinance, first proposed for consideration 
by then .Mayor Clem Bartolai in 1983-84, will be 
back on the council agenda at the Feb. 13 meeting 
for suggestions regarding changes and modifications. 

The Ad Hoc Tree Preservation Committee 
has been requested to submit a list of “signifi¬ 
cant” trees which would then be subject to the 
regulations of the ordinance, while “non-signilicant” 
trees, presumably, would not. 

The proposed ordinance has engendered con¬ 
siderable opposition by requiring permits and fees 
for removal and trimming of trees on private pro¬ 
perty, as well as public domain. 

Some second thoughts have surfaced regarding 
several sections of the ordinance following the dis¬ 
covery last week that the Parks and Recreation 


Commission had ordered the historic 105-year-old 
pepper tree in Kersting Court removed. 

The tree appears to have won a reprieve, but 
brought about the realization that other heritage 
trees could be placed in jeopardy without adoption 
of the section in the Tree Preservation Ordinance 
which states. “Historic trees shall have been desig¬ 
nated by the Cultural Heritage Commission and 
placed on the Historical Culture Landmark Register.” 

Another section calls for review for the Parks 
and Recreation Commission for proposed removal 
of street trees and requires a 15-day notice at the 
site of the proposed removal and compliance with 
CEQA guidelines. 

This section is of interest to irate Orange 
Grove residents, fighting the possible removal of

More drunk 
drivers arrested 

Drunk-driving arrests by the Cali¬ 
fornia Highway Patrol were up more 
than 4 percent during the first 15 days 
of 1990, and the new .08 drunk-driving 
law appears to be a significant reason 
for the increase. 

“From Jan. 1 through Jan. 15 of 
this year our officers arrested 5407 per¬ 
sons for driving under the influence 
of alcohol,” CHP Commissioner Maurv^ 
Hannigan announced this week. 

“Of those arrested, 462 — 8.5 per¬ 
cent — had a blood alcohol concentra¬ 
tion (BAC) level of .08 or .09 percent. 
And that’s only considering those who 
took the breath test. Blood and urine 
tests require more time to get results, 
so the percentage of drivers at .08 could 
go higher.” 

In 1989 the CHP made 5197 DUI 
arrests during the same 15-day period 
or 210 fewer than in 1990. 

“In 1989 the presumptive BAC cut¬ 
off for driving under the influence 
was . 10 percent,” Hannigan explained. 
“That didn’t mean a person with a 
BAC of .08 or .09 percent could not be 
arrested for DUI. Any driver showing 
signs of alcohol or drug impairment can 
be charged with driving under the influ¬ 
ence — and successfully prosecuted — 
even when his or her BAC level is be¬ 
low the minimum presumptive level 
specified in the Vehicle Code. 

“But the fact that more than 400 
of the people arrested for DUI during 
the first 15 days of 1990 had BAC 
levels below the old legal limit tells me 
that this new law w ill be a valuable 
weapon in the war against the impaired 
driver. ” 

This year California became the 
fourth state (along with Oregon, 

Utah and Maine) to lower the pre¬ 
sumptive BAC legal limit — the level 
at which a person is presumed to be 
too impaired to drive a motor vehicle 
safely on public roads — to .08 percent. 
The change makes it illegal for anyone 
with a BAC of .08 percent or higher 
to be driving.

1 figured the best way to sell it 
was to demonstrate its tone and to show off 
this beautiful piano that was manufactured in 
the early ’20s. Are you interested in buying a 
piano?” 

No, we confessed; we already have two 
pianos. 

Soon a mother and daughter joined the 
group, and then another Sierra Madrean, a 
retired homicide detective who’s a writer and 
who also told us he was about to start taking 
piano lessons. We asked him why he didn’t 
buy this gorgeous old piano with real ivory 
keys. 

He acknowledged that the piano would fit 
right into their home filled with antiques 
and, yes, he did need a piano. But he was 
about to purchase a sophisticated computer. 

Then another Sierra Madrean joined the 
group, and several others wandered over, drawn 
to the Pied Piper strains of jazz and classics. 

One asked, “How much?” When told the 
piano was for sale for $800, the man asked 
if that included the trailer. Someone else said, 
“Throw in the old Mercedes for $200 and I’ll 
take the lot.” 

Then serious negotiations began between 
one of the listeners and Dan the Piano Man. 

“It’s sold,” Dan announced to us a few 
minutes later. 

Jim Shen smiled, nodded and acknowledged 
that he was the buyer. He owns the old 
Spaulding house and not only would the piano 
fit right into the decor but he had two kids who 
needed a piano.

To conclude review of Economic Research 
Associates (ERA) property and business im¬ 
provement incentives program, you need to 
hear what the consultant had to say. 

“There are . . . options . . . which are of 
a ‘soft’ nature and should be undertaken 
at the same time that the property owners, . . . 
tenants, . . . city and the agency (CRA) 
would be initiating physical improvements. 

Such programs are: 

“Formation of a . . . business improve¬ 
ment district under California State law . . . 
“Further organization of parking resources 
which exist today both off-street and on-street 
in the overall area so that greater parking 
efficiencies and turnover would occur . . . 

"Establishment of a concentrated outreach 
program to capture new retail stores as downtown 
tenants and the appropriate types of commercial 
services and personal services which would serve 
Sierra Madre and nearby Arcadia residents. 

“Increased city. Main Street and merchant 
effort to market to the existing residents of 
Sierra Madre through various techniques in or¬ 
der to draw and maintain increased levels of 
business activity. 

“In a sense, the . . . Main Street project 


is well on its way to identifying additional 
affordable initiatives . . . The consultant is 
concerned that the seismic safety conformance 
issue be dealt with first before an assessment 
district concepts are more fully developed, prin¬ 
cipally because the seismic safety matter will 
impact . . . owners and tenants in the down¬ 
town . . . 

“Ultimately, a business improvement dis¬ 
trict will be of great benefit to all of the 
merchants and commercial tenants ... as it 
may help regularize the promotional and 
common marketing efforts and garner an econ¬ 
omy of scale not now achieved by the indi¬ 
vidual merchants and commercial tenants . . .

It is also 
clear that the assessment concept should in¬ 
volve both the property owners and the existing 
tenants in place. Specifically, this approach 
will create a unanimity of interest in making 
the commercial district work better than it does 
now in return for the modest investment made 
on an annual basis by the merchants and the 
landowners.”

Wilson, Elliot, PCC and was a history major at Cal 
State L.A. 

Major issues in Sierra Madre that are bothering 
him include hillside building which he opposes. He 
believes that the hills are geologically unstable and 
that there is a serious drainage problem. 

He noted that “big bump” at Lima and Monte- 
cito and believes that this is one of the street prob¬ 
lems that should not be ignored. He says there 
should be a four-way stop at Auburn and Grandview 
and that there needs to be a regular stop light at 
Orange Grove and Baldw in.

would provide the basis for what they feel might 
be a more reasonable ordinance that either 1054 or 
1062. 

Design ideas, including housing which would 
blend into the terrain, provide protection against 
fire, flood, seismic hazards, etc., would follow. 

Both attorneys stated that property owners want 
to know what impact an ordinance would have 
on the value of their property. Neither owners 
have current plans to develop, but “the way the city 
is going would put their backs against the wall,” 
their attorneys stated. 

Gurdon Mdler, senior city planner for the city 
of Los Angeles and a member of the Coalition, 
stated that an ordinance which both sides could agree 
on “would take out the uncertainty.” 

“It comes down to a matter of trade-off (bet¬ 
ween what preservationists and property owners 
feel is necessary),” stated Steven Broyles, an en¬ 
vironmental attorney who is also a Coalition 


member. 

The two property owners’ attorneys agreed 
that both 1054 and 1062 are subject to challenge 
and that the negative declaration submitted by 
John Bitterly of the Planning Consortium did not 
comply with state CEQA requirements regarding 
environmental impact. 


Both sides hope to prevent council action 
which could force litigation, particularly with regard 
to public hearings and environmental impact report 
requirements which they feel were not adequate.

some 60 trees between Baldwin and Michillinda 
tor widening of the western half of Orange 
Grove. 

Other sections, however, appear to have near- 
unanimous opposition. 

Among these are the requirements of trimming 
permits which would, in addition to $10 fees, man¬ 
date certification and/or inspection by a tree trim¬ 
ming contractor or consultant stating that the trim¬ 
ming would be limited to 20 percent for all trees, 
and only lO percent for native oaks — an additional 
expense to the owner. 

Mayor Bruce Crow has commented in a written 
statement to the council that the proposed ordinance 
could actually place more trees in jeopardy since 
removal might be less expensive than trimming. 

His communique also noted that the trimming 
requirements could possibly cost the owner between 
$50 - $100 per tree. 

It also included criticism of the ordinance’s 
definition of “tree trimming’’ as being “undefined” 
and gave the opinion that the ordinance “does 
not appear to be enforceable.” 

In addition, it stated, “it takes away too much 


of the property rights in the ‘designated historic, 
specimen, botanically or aesthetically significant 
tree on private property’ section.” 

It proposed a number of stringent modifications, 
however, including a requirement that the code 
enlorcer “check at least 25 percent of all tree 
trimming,” “that a misdemeanor be filed against 
both the property owner and the tree contractor . . . 
where no permit is obtained but the tree is trim¬ 
med.” 

His suggested total trimming permit cost would 
be $10 fee, plus costs for the proposal by the tree 
contractor and inspection by the code enforcer. 

Another requirement which has engendered 
opposition would hold property owners responsible 
for the well being of public right-of-way and park¬ 
way trees, calling for misdemeanor charges or replace¬ 
ment when negligent or abusive treatment is deter¬ 
mined. 

Still other .sections place restrictions regarding 
“environmental impact on adjoining property,” as 
well as front, side and rear yard trees. 

Requirements for new developments and pro¬ 
perty improvement would be even more stringent, 

including fines amounting to twice the fair market 


value plus replacement of trees unlawfully removed. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai, who has waited 
some seven years for the ordinance to reach its 
current status, expressed frustration with the long 
delay. . , 

He said, “It is now 1990. When this comes 
back to us, I feel we should take the responsi¬ 
bility and move with it. 

“I am not convinced that the portion regarding 
private property should be retained. Perhaps the 
requested Ad Hoc Tree Preservation Committee’s 
listing of trees which should be either included or 
excluded will solve this problem. 

“Property owners shouldn’t be required to call 
in a tree expert regarding a tree which is not signi¬ 
ficant. 

“iWhat originially prompted my interest in this 
was when a property owner was given the go- 
ahead by the city to remove two beautiful trees 
on Manzanita. This was followed by removal of 
more trees on the Bethany Church property. 

“I want to see our trees, particularly on public 
property, preserved whenever possible.” 

That statement should please Orange Grove 
residents who feel that the aim of the ordinance 
is diametrically opposed to the proposed removal of 
their trees for road widening purposes.

with rather bunchy generic 

* costumes. 

The fairies are a 
grotesque and grubby 
lot. Their movement is 


the part of Edgar, a 
meaty, if comparatively 
minor, role, one of the 
few survivors in the 
general disposal of char¬ 
acters at the end of the 
play. 

The costumes are 
vaguely Victorian, if 
anything, in vivid simple 
colors; lights and an 
ivcasional startling effect 
set the stage and the 
vigor and fluency of 
the language arc kept 
central. 

“A M i d s u m m e r 
Night’s Dream” proves 
that this durable classic 
can be done almost any 
way at all and still 
carrv its humorous com¬ 


mentary on the foolish¬ 
ness of mortals. Branagh 
has said that the comedy 
is a necessary respite for 
the actors from the 
agonies of “Lear.” and 
it does give the impres¬ 
sion of having been 
thrown together as a 
relaxing romp. The 
“rustics” of the play- 
w i t hin- a -p1 a y are 
in modern dress and hil¬ 
ariously reminiscent of 
amateur actors from 
probably well before 
Shakespeare’s time 
to the modern day. Rich¬ 
ard Briers is the ego¬ 
tistical Bottom this 
titneatid Branagh carica¬ 
tures himself and various 
other directors as the 


masterfully designed, 
but Titania and Oberon 
have none of the sly 
dignity that 

makes their poetic lines 
magical, and Titania is 
so earthy that her passion 
for an ass hardly seems 
to need magic to achieve. 

The Burgomasque 
dance at the end of a 
dress-suited “Pyramus 
and Thisby” turns into a 
joyous productions num¬ 
ber for the entire cast 
which is fun, but quite 
overshadows Puck’s 
lovely farewell lines. 

Well. Kenneth Branagh 
is a talented young 


man, with the charisma 
to catch the eye even 
when effacing himsell 
within his group of 
distinguished, attention 
compelling actors. It his 
vision of “Midsummer” 
is quite different from 
mine — one of the 
wonderful things about 
the immortal Bard is that 
all the magnificent speech 
can shine through even 
the most individual inter¬ 
pretation. 

I well remember hav¬ 
ing seen the young Rich¬ 
ard Burton play “Henry 
V’’ at Stratford in 
1951. In the Renaissance 
Theater Company, ano¬ 
ther rising star has obli¬ 
gingly brought Stratford 
to us. 

“King Lear” and “A 
Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” play through 
Mar. 4 on a complicated 
schedule at the Mark 
Taper Forum in L.A.’s 
Music Center.

mum width for safety should be 36 feet. 

The eastern section, from Baldwin to the Sierra 
Madre City limits, is now 36 feet wide. 

To dramatize the large number of trees they 
feel are threatened by the proposal, a number of 
the residents have tied yellow ribbons around the 
trees on both sides of the street, in both the east¬ 
ern and western sections. 

The number of trees residents believe to be 
threatened differs dramatically from estimates by 
Sierra Madre Public Works Director Oliver Dablo 
and Joseph Lopez of Arcadia who are in charge of 
working out the details for their respective sideh of 
the street. 

Dablo, pointing to a map showing elevatiotis 
along the entire length of the street, says only 
one tree, a palm, is threatened in the eastern sec¬ 
tion. 

The map of the western section shows three 
oaks, four palms and one other unidentified 
tree on the Sierra Madre side, for a total of eight 
trees threatened. 

On the Arcadia side, two oaks and one elm 
, are depicted as threatened, for a total of three trees. 

Residents, however, have identified at least 17 
trees in the western section on the Arcadia side, 
four of which are oaks and five more designated as 
“significant,” and, they say, the number is a good 
deal greater on the Sierra Madre side, with a total 
for both somewhere in the order of 40 to 50 trees, 
instead of the 11 shown on the map. 

Cheryl Dickenson, one of the residents, says 
the cities are not taking into account the factors of 
stress and disease caused by encroachment of pav ing 
and curbs which would cause eventual demise of 
many trees not slated for outright removal. 

Dablo says both oaks and palms can be suc¬ 
cessfully relocated, but residents disagree. 


Dickenson quoted information from the Los 
Angeles County .Arboretum stating that it takes 
one year to prepare an oak for moving and asks, 
“Are the cities willing to wait a year just to pre¬ 
pare these trees for relocation?” 

She believes two, 50- to 100-year-old oak trees 
on her property would be affected as well as two, 
100- to 200-year-old oaks on a neighbor’s property. 

Dr. Paul Nieby, who is heading the Sierra Madre 
petition drive, feels that the street, which dates 
from the origins of the city, cannot be widened 
without “terribledestruction.” 

“We do not approve of spending a million or 
so of ta.xpayers’ dollars to invoke multiple millions 
in damage,” he said. “The destruction would cer¬ 
tainly affect our property values.” 

The petition states that the street is “unique 
and renowned due to its rustic charm and beauty 
and it is not possible to significantly widen (it) 
without destruction of a great many trees.” 

It lists five “benchmarks” which residents 
want the City Council to consider: 

1. No significant widetiing of the present roadway. 

2. No destructionof any substantial tree. 

3. No adverse alteration of the essentially rustic 
character. 

\. No radical grading changes. 

ImplemenrattOtt’Of appropriate traffic control 
dtvices that will serve to prevent increased speed on 
tft improved roadway. 

Nieby pointed out that there are a number of 
aspects other than the threatened trees which concern 
resilents, such as type of curbing, parking res- 
tricilnis, handling of trash pickup (currently col- 
lectei in dumpsters), and safety and speed prob¬ 
lems.) 

l^sidents themselves seem to be at odds re- 
gardir^ parking restrictions, handling of trash pick¬ 
ups anil traffic control devices which should be im- 
plemeitcd — stop signs, speed bumps, etc. They

and was later president of the league. He has also 
been involved voluntarily with many other ventures 
in Sierra Madre. 

Pedersen’s wife, Marie, is administrative assist¬ 
ant to Brother Philip Clarke and in charge of public 
relations at La Salle High School. They have 
five children, three who are married. The Pedersens 
also have a grandchild. 

Richard Boyle 

Richard Boyle, chairman of the Democratic 
Party in the San Gabriel Valley, has lived in Sierra 
Madre for three years and said simply of the town, 
“It’s beautiful.” 

He ran for the Assembly two years ago and was 
defeated. 

Boyle said he has decided to "concentrate my 
efforts in this community where 1 live.” 

Boyle listed vital issues of his concern: protect¬ 
ing the environment (he is ‘‘totally opposed to med- 
fly spraying’’); protecting the hillsides; leaving 
Orange Grove alone (“If it ain’t broke, don’t fix 
it.’’). 

He also stated, "We have the finest volunteer 
Fire Department in the area — the bravery 1 saw 
during the December fire is not equalled since 1 was 
in combat. We also have a fine Police Department 
with the fastest response time in L.A. County. We 
really have pluses here and we have to keep up the 


standards.” 

Boyle said that the city needs to take a close 
look at the contract with Cablevision. "We’re not 
getting our bang for the buck. 1 would also like to 
see the downtown developed with perhaps an arts 
festival that would bring income to the community- 
1 believe we should take a close look at our (city) 
budget to cut w here perssible.” 

He is not married now and he has a son, 10 years 

old. 

Boyle is a screenwriter who wrote the 
movie, “Salvador," that was nominated for an 
academy award. He is working on a television series 
on the same subject. 

Richard Freeman 

Richard Freeman, another City Council 
nominee, grew up on Suffolk in Sierra Madre and 
lived in Pasadena and La Canada before returning 
to live in Sierra Madre three years ago. 

He is regional director for an advertising com¬ 
pany. 

He said he is running for City Council because 
‘‘I felt I could make a difference. 1 don’t think 
they (City Councilpersons) should be elected by how 
much money they can spend on a campaign and 
not on the length of time they’ve circulated around 
town but rather on a true desire to better the com¬ 
munity.” 

He said City Councilmembcrs should take a 
stand on important issues and "leave it a little better 


than they found it.” 

He said he is running a grass roots platfcrm. 

‘‘We’re a very small town and we have muh to be 
proud of such as the crime rate. There w alot of 
important things facing the town come the 9()s such 
as taking care of downtown in a major eaihquake. 
There’s alot of emotion concerning the tbwntown 
area . . . like when the nativity scene buned years 
ago. It came back. Each year Kersting Cour is a little 
nicer (during the Christmas season with tie nativity 
scene).” 

The fire was tragic, he said, and aided, “but 
when we rebuild we’ll have a town that’s eirthquake- 
prepared.” 

He noted that the hillside issue is a very 


strong issue. “I feel a compromise has to be 
reached. The problem is that there was a lapse, a 
loophole that someone took advantage of. It was the 
city’s fault. The city has an ‘out’ as well. We should 
compromise to keep everybody happy. It’s (develop¬ 
ment) not something we can stop forever — it’s 
going to happen to us one way or another. It’s up 
to the city to keep tighter reins on what they want 
to happen in the city instead of throwing emotions 
together, like (ordinanes) 1054, 1062. They were in 
the works quite awhile but at two meetings they 
approved everything because suddenly they were faced 
with a problem that these ordinances could cure. ” 
Freeman is married and he and his wife have a 
17-month-old son.

20 -acre property 
at Foothill Blvd. and 
Baldwin Ave. in June. 
Here, at the former 
Anita Baldwin estate, 
the school has operated 
for 49 years. Currently 
there are 279 students 
and a staff of 52 in a 
preschool through sixth 
grade program. 


Thornton said that fu¬ 
ture plans call for a name 
change to Anita Oaks 
School and that, 
because of the great 
need, a junior high 
program will be added. 

She also expressed ap¬ 
preciation for a “won¬ 
derful staff, parents and 
kids” who have been 
“really supportive.” 
Thornton added that 
they want to stay together 
to meet the educa¬ 
tional needs of the stu¬ 
dents. “That’s our 
primary goal,” she 
said. 

There was seme con¬ 
cern regarding pub¬ 
lished reports that the 
school had had difficulty 


with the city. Thornton 
emphasized that the 
school has had “no 
hassle with the city, never 
has.” However, she 
indicated that the school 
does get caught up in the 
property management’s 
difficulties, such as the 
situation last year when 
the Arcadia Fire Depart¬ 
ment closed a modular 
unit because water was 
not hooked up to the fire 
extinguisher system. 

The property owner, 
Lowry McCaslin, re¬ 
portedly has plans to 
develop the site. How¬ 
ever, no specifics have 
been made public at this 


Committee report encourages 
single-story buildings, reduces 
lot coverage for two-story homes 


Ruling on bus fees to have 
no immediate impact on AUSD 


Because of a directive 
from State Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools, Bill Ho- 
nig, in Nov. 1988 and a 
court ruling that home 
to school transportation 
fees are in violation of 
the California Consti¬ 
tution, the Arcadia Board 
of Education adopted a 
program providing free 
busing with a minimum 
walking distance for kin- 
dergartners through ninth 
graders. 

The no-fee plan was 
implemented at the 


beginning of second 
semester last year. 
However, the AUSD 
joined some 20 other 
districts to form a coali¬ 
tion to appeal the court 
ruling. 

Sacramento County 
Superior Court Judge 
Michael Virga, in a state¬ 
ment of decision issued 
on Jan. 12 of this year, 
held that charging fees 
for transportation to 
public schools is a viola¬ 
tion of constitutional 
right to free education.

When Peter Shabarum, 
a Los .Angeles County 
Supervisor, took part in 
the recent ceremonies 
which commemorated 
the new Santa .Anita 
Golf Course Clubhouse, 
he gave a history of the 
185 acres on which the 
golf course is built. 

The area goes back 
to days when its oaks 
were sheltered places 
where Indians camped, 
and mission fathers from 
San Gabriel passed 
through the grounds on 
their way up little 
Santa .Anita Canyon 
where they got lumber 
for their missions. 

The site was part of 
the "Lucky" Bald¬ 
win ranch, complete with 
a horse racitig track. 
Anita Baldwiti then 
donated the property 
to the County of Los 
.Angeles for park 
purposes. The federal 
government, under the 
Public Works .Act, 
started work in 19.f3 on 
what local golfers have 
known as Santa .Anita 
Golf Course since its 
completion in 1938. 


The Santa Anita 
Open was held there 
each year from 1938 
through 1955 and started 
the official winter golf 
tour n a m e ti t season 
iti Southerti California, 
reported the superv isor. 

Following old Scottish 
golf tradition, each 
hole at Santa .Anita 
had a name. The first 
hole was named "Tho¬ 
mas" for the late George 
C. Thomas, a golf 
course architeet. The 
"power" hole, number 
three, gets its name from 
the length and power 
needed to shoot par. 

The fifth hole was 
named "Railroad’’ 
for the railroad which 
once formed the out- 


of-bounds on the 
left; number eight was 
the "Dam" because 
the Monrovia Sawpit Dam 
is visible over the flag. 

The idea of naming 
the holes to capture as 
much golf tradition as 
possible at Santa Anita 
and the research that 
went into designing the 
holes as well as naming 
them was the work of 
James Harrison Smith, 
of the county surveyors’ 
department. 

Others taking part in 
the dedication cere¬ 
mony were Scott Hender¬ 
son, managing partner 
for Santa Anita 
Associates which has 
renovated Santa 
Anita and given it a new 


clubhouse; Larry Lee, 
golf director for the 
Los Angeles County 
Department of Parks 
and Recreation; and 
Rodney Cooper, 
director of the L.A.

Shoemaker’s farewell ride 
set for fifth race, Feb. 3 


Santa Anita has 
carded a one-time only 
$100,000 stakes race on 
Saturday, Feb. 3 to 
provide the farewell riding 
appearance of the w-orld’s 
leading jockey, Bill 
Shoemaker. 

To be called the 
Legend’s Last Ride, 
the race is a one-mile 
handicap on the turf for 
4-year-olds and upward. 

First race post time on 
Saturday will be earlier 
than usually to accom¬ 
modate events surround¬ 
ing Shoemaker’s final 
professional ride, an 
event that will be 
enhanced with a special 
ceremony and a poster 
souvenir for the 
fans. The first race will 


be at 12:15 p.m., and the 
gates will be open at the 
usual time of 10:30 p.m. 

Shoemaker, who began 
his career in 1949, will 
be saluted at a cere¬ 
mony in front of the 
grandstand after the 
third race. He has 
chosen to ride only one 
race on his last day, the 
fifth race with an ap¬ 
proximate post time of 
2:45 p.m. It will be fea¬ 
tured on “ABC’s Wild 
World of Sports.” tele¬ 
vised live nationally 
except in the West, 
where the program will 
be shown later on tape 
delay. 

The winningest jockey 
of all time, with 8833 
victories and 1009 stakes 


wins, Shoemaker is fea¬ 
tured on a full-color 
poster which, while 
supply lasts, will be given 
to everyone coming 
through the turnstile. 

In turn, the track will 
give fans an oppor¬ 
tunity to express their 
good wishes to the 
rider by signing “fare¬ 
well fan cards,” which 
will be assembled in 
book form for Shoe¬ 
maker to keep. 


There also will be a 
drawing for 100 copies 
of a limited edition 
of the gift poster. 
These special prints will 
be signed by Shoemaker 
and the artists. 


World changes, records broken 
during Shoe’s 41-year career 


When Bill Shoemaker 
rode his first thorough¬ 
bred race on Mar. 19, 
1949, the city of Berlin 
was being maintained by 
a massive Allied airlift, 
which would break the 
blockade by the 
Soviet Union about 
two months later. 

Shoe had been riding 
for 12 years when the 
Berlin Wall went up in 
1961 to restrain the flow 
to East Berliners to the 
West. Now, that in¬ 
famous wall has come 
tumbling down, along 
with much of the doc¬ 
trine it was intended 
to protect. 

A brief history of 
that divided city illus¬ 
trates the dramatic 
changes that have taken 
place in the world dur¬ 
ing Shoemaker’s extra¬ 
ordinary 41-year career 
in the major leagues of 
race riding. 

In preparation for 
the legend’s final pro¬ 
fessional ride at Santa 
.Anita on Saturday, 
Feb.3, Amy Zimmerman 
of the track’s publicity- 
staff prepared a 
chronological time- 
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line covering Shoe¬ 
maker’s career and 
events of historical 
interest. 

Some notes on the 
Shoemaker era include: 
Nine presidents have 
served the United 
States — Truman. 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, 
Johnson, Nixon, Ford, 
Carter, Reagan and 
Bush. 

In 1958, the year 
Shoemaker rode his 
3(XX)ih winner and won 
his first national earnings 
title, the United 
States sent its first 
satellite into 

space. 

The United States 
numbered just 48 when 
he began his riding car¬ 
eer. 

In Sports, George 
Blanda began his pro¬ 
fessional football career 
the same year that Shoe¬ 
maker began racing 
horses and was an amaze¬ 
ment when he left the 
field 26 seasons later 
in 1975. 

Kareem .Abdul-Jabbar, 
a 2-year-old toddler 
named Lewis Alcindor 
in 1949, lasted 20

•Among the regular 
riders surrounding 
him in the Santa .Anita 
jockey room today, only 
29-y-ear-old Fernando 
Toro and 43-y-ear-old 
Latfit Pincay, Jr., were 
born when the legend 
began riding. 

Charlie Whittingham, 
the 76-y-ear-old train¬ 
er didn’t saddle the first 
of his more than 570 
stakes winners until 
1953. 

Memorable moments 
from the last decade 
in Shoe’s career include 
being the first jockey to 
reach $100 million in 
career earnings; a feat 
he accomplished in 1985 
on Lord At War in the 
Santa Anita Handicap. 

In 1986 on Ferdinand, 
he won his fourth Ken¬ 
tucky- Derby, the oldest 
jockey- ever to w in. 

Shoemaker had ortho- 
scopic surgery on his 
knee in 1987 and won 
the first race after his 
recuperation. That same 
year he won the 
richest race of his career, 
the $3 million Breeders’ 
Cup Classic. Again, he 
rode Ferdinand. 

Last year he won 
his 100th stakes race and 
won his 62nd Oak Tree 
stakes, setting another 
record. 

This 58-y-ear-old jockey 
will ride his last profes¬ 
sional race at Santa 
Anita on Saturday, 
Feb.3.
